This certificate bore the forged stamp of 
a local authority. The troop of beggars 
were clad in rags, and started out daily 
to solicit alms. Their takings averaged 
£2 10s. daily per man, and all was 
flourishing till one of the employés 
became dissatisfied with the financial 
arrangements ‘and gave his chief away. 
The “ promoter’’ was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment.

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An organisation which is doing very 
useful work is the “ Good-will Industries’’ 
of Buffalo, New Yonk, and other American 
States. Over ‘the doors of its principal 
buildings is the sign, ‘‘.Jobs from Junk— 
Wages from Waste,’’ which almost suffi- 
ciently indicates its activities. It aims to 
provide work for aged, crippled or other- 
wise handicapped men and women who 
cannot be fitted into normal industrial 


‘life, but are eager for the chance to help 


themselves. Among the hundred or more 
daily employés in every one of these insti- 
tutions are skilled carpenters, mechanics, 
shoemakers, seamstresses, and clerks—al! 
past the age for oufside employment, but 
still capable of executing their familiar 
work. They afe given occupation in 
repairing and re-making the cast-off mate- 
rials of every class and condition offered 
by householders of the vicinity. The 
reconstructed goods are sold in ‘‘ Good- 
will ” stores at low prices to needy folk 
who cannot afford to buy new things. The 
receipts from the sales pay most of the 
overhead charges and wages. 

Trucks are sent out weekly to gather 
material, and I see by the latest statistics 
that in 1931 in Buffalo alone these made 
more than 40,000 collections. From the 
“junk ” gathered, more than 300,000 
articles were sold after being repaired, 
and 60,000 dollars were paid out in wages. 
Over sixty cities in the States now have 
“ Good-will Industries’ at work, salvaging 
men and materials, as well as making a 
good use of the long discarded contents of 
thousands of American lumber rooms.

THE DUBLIN HOSPITALS. 


LETTER FROM SIR THOMAS MYLES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Smr,—It is with some trepidation that I 
venture into the controversy between my two 
friends, the President of the College of 
Surgeons and Professor Moorhead. There is 
just one point to which I would like to draw 
attention—th® work done in the external de- 
partments of the hospitals to-day. This 
work may, I think, be considered as supple- 
mental to the work done by the various city 
dispensaries now under the control of the 
Local Government Board. 

I am unable to give you the exact figures 
for the different hospitals in Dublin; but, 
- gaí for the Richmond and Whitworth 

ospitais, with which | was associated for 
half a century, I do not think I am exaggerat- 
ing when | say that not less than one hundred 
patients are treated there daily in the various 
out-patient departments—surgical. medical, 
throat and nose, eye and ear, skin diseases 
and gynecological, etc. Ninety per cent, of 
these patients, seeking advice and treatment, 
either live in the neighbourhood of the hos- 
ee or stay with friends who do live there. 

f we take only half this number—say fifty— 
and multiply it by ten for the ten hospitals, 
we find that 500 people are treated in these 
external departments daily, to the great 
benefit of the public. 

The reneporelas of these 500 sick people 
to a large hospital outside. the city will be 
both costly and troublesome. os well as 
highly inconvenient to the patients, and even 
more Inconvenient to their relatives. Two 
arguments may be advanced against this con- 
tention—first, that this work is reallv poor 
law work and should be performed by the 
staff of the Local Government Board; and, 
second, that it could be met by the establish- 
ment of branch dépéts, praperly staffed by 
competent men or women, and duly supplied 
with ambulances, etc. I suspect that the 
saving in administrative expenses effected by 
amalgamation would soon disappear under 
such a system. 

Against the first it may, I think, he urged, 
without the slightest disresnect to the many 
capable and conscientious men who act as 
dispensary doctors to-day, that, overwhelmed 
with work as they are, and lacking both 
skilled help ‘and. laboratory co-operation, their 
services cannot be considered as equivalent to 
those given by the staff of a well-equipped 
extern department in a modern hospital. The 
dispensary doctor has to see often an immense 
number of people in a limited time. He 
cannot sit down patiently and go thoroughly 
into all the complicated details of an intricate 
or difficult case, amd carry out the chemical 
Or microscopical analysis that may be 
required, as the medical officer in charge of 
an external department in a modern clinical 
hospital, with his staff of assistants and 
trained nurses, can do and does every day 
in..the. course, of his normal. work. 2 

I venture to submit, therefore, that, in any 
consideration of the question, due importance 
should he attached ta the work done by the 
extern departments of the many small hos- 

itals before any decision is @rrived at as to’ 

he advisibality’ of amalgdmation.—Yours, 
etc., T. Mvruzs.

Srr,—I am a Dublin graduate who has had 
experience in England as well as Ireland, 
and Mr. Stoney’s Charter Day speech makes 
me feel strongly that the question of amal- 
camation of the Dublin hospitals must be 
thoroughly gone into by the public and the 
Government before it is too late. It will 
be too late when all the sweepstake monies 
are dissipated in keeping up the present 
out-of-date, wasteful and ‘ridiculous little 
hospitals. 

Let us examine Mr. Stoney’s points against 
any change. It costs £1,000 a bed to 
build and equip a hospital: Much, how- 
ever, of the present equipment could be 
used. ‘‘To serap a. little hospital of one 
or two hundred beds is wasteful.”’ It is 
far more wasteful to keep it. Students 
can reside in @ large or small hospital if 
they gain anything by such residence before 
they have mastered a aingle elementary text- 
book on surgery or medicine. Rivalry be- 
tween the staffs of different hospitals, with 
very limited resources in numbers of beds, 
quality of equipment and variety of work, 
is sterile, ignorant and abortive. Between 
the staffs of two units in a large hospital 
it is productive, because it is informed, and 
has efficient resources in well-equipped 
special departments. 

The personal touch towards a patient is 
not lost in the modern unit system of a 
large hospital. It is a matter of tempera- 
ment and will never be lacking in Ireland. 
At present Mr. Stoney maintains that the 
clinical classes are small. The brilliant 
teacher in Dublin has always been crowded 
out in his hospital wards, and will be until 
he can find the comfort and refuge of a 
clinical lecture theatre beside his wards. 

What advantages does amalgamation 
bring”? You rightly stress the economy 
of administration. This applies to every 
branch of medicine in the large hospital. 
From the doctor’s point of View—and this 
is a vital point—ama)gamation means five 
senior surgical posts instead of about 
thirty. It means senior and junior assistants, 
surgical registrars and surgical house 
surgeons, all in units, with advancement 
strictly according to merit; a similar arrange 
ment on the medical side, and, of necessity, 
retirement at the age of sixty, as in England. 
The old joke that “ the first thing a Dublin 
consultant gives up is the ghost’’ will then 
be history and not present fact. 

The present “system means poor results. 
Amalgamation would mean that every senior 
would speak with the authority oí the great 


Irish surgeons and’ physicians’of last century, | 


out of a fuller experience and performance. 
Every one of their assistants wauld: be equally 
competent, if leas well known. There is a 
great difference between the man in charge 
of 100 beds and one who deals with twenty 
to thirty only, The present day gibes in 
England that Dublin is resting on the leurels 
of the past, and that surgery is the Dublin 
doctor’s hobby, would very soon be 
silent. 

How is this amalgamation to occur’? Only, 
in my opinion, by pressure from without 
the medical, profession. The Dublin leaders 
of medicine cannot be ex to ‘‘ cut out” 
for themeelves. In conclusion, if ten clinical 
teaching hospitals are advisable, why should 
we not have ten medical schools, with ten

THE FREE STATE RAILWAYS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—The reduction af the dividend on 
Ordinary stock of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways to 10s. for the year 1931 practically 
means that the railways are now in a state 
of bankruptcy so far. as the profits of the 
major portion are concerned. On my holding 
of £2,500 I shall receive £12 10s. for a year’s 
working, and at one time that stock was at, 
and above, par. I would like this question 
made public and answered—lIs it equitable 
for the Free State to compel a private busi- 
ness concern, which is yielding practically 
nothing to its owners, to exist solely in the 
interest of the employés and the citizens of 
the State? 

Is there any parallel to this in the case of 
private concerns as against State-owned en- 
terprises’ Some branches of the Post Office, 
or some sections of a municipelly-owned 
tramway service, may be knowingly main- 
tained at a loss on the principle of public 
convenience, The community as a whole, how- 
ever, have to sustain the loss incurred on 
these financially unprofitable services, If it 
be asserted that the railways, although pri- 
vately owned and operated, are quasi-public 
in their nature, and, therefore, rightly sub- 
ject to conditions in the interests of the 
public, well and good, Yet, would the pri- 
vately owned water company of a town (also 
quasi-public in its nature) be compelled to 
run at a loss to its owners in the sole in- 
terest of its employés and the consumers, 
especially if the local taxes were helping a 
rival concern, as is happening in the case 
of the railways? 

Finally, is the ruining of the railway trans- 
port system by another system good eco- 
nomics from the point of view of the country 
at large im these hard. times ’--Yours, etc.,

Submarines, too, are not to bc 
abolished; on the contrary, Japan care- 
fully explains that ‘‘ wanton use of the 
submarine’ is not its original nature. 
This observation, though somewhat vague, 
at least shows a determination to retain 
an arm which is manifestly important to 
a country of Japan’s geographical 
position. She agrees, however, with 
Britain, the United States and Italy in 
her horror of gas and bacteria, and she 
shares the former two countries’ anxiety 
to reduce the size of battleships and the 
calibre of guns, Thus Japan finds 
herself an associate of neither school of 
thought, though, if we except the 
submarine issue, she approximates more 
nearly to the Italo-German view than to 
the French. France, of course—and her 
allies are not likely to oppose her—is 
anxious’ to solve the problem of world 
peace by the conversion of the League 
Council into an armed policeman on a 
grand scale. Proposals of parity and the 
abolition of submarines as yet have found 
little favour with her. Within this com- 
pass the Conference must find a workable 
scheme, 

The task, though difficult, may not be 
impossible. A thin vein of unanimity runs 
through the proposals of at least four of 
the Great Powers. Such subjects as poison 
gas and bacteria, for instance, present a 
common factor. Surely, therefore, on these 
points a final agreement can be reached. 
Even the submarine question is not 
insuperable. There is such a thing as 
moral suasion, and it ought not to be 
beyond the abilities of Britain, the United 
States, Italy and Germany to urge on 
France and Japan the invidious reputation 
which will be theirs if they persist in the 
retention of these boats. At least the 
civilised world can be told beyond dispute 
where the blame rests. Nevertheless, un- 
due haste and recrimination must be 
avoided. Not only would such factors 
induce results opposite to those desired, 
but we must remember that one of the 
most powerful nations has no part or lot 
in the Conference—the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics. ‘‘ The total abolition 
of all armaments or nothing’’ always 
has been the burden of Russia's 
answer to any suggestion that she should 
participate in such meetings. Perhaps, 
‘she was—and is— perfectly honest in her 
policy, but the fact remains that her

Magnates and Picture-Goers, 


We have recorded Mr. F. 8. Smythe’s 
complaint that the film of Mount Kamet 
could not find a market because it lacked 
‘* Jove interest.” In the correspondence 
which followed his letter to The Times 
the film magnates received severe 
trouncings; but yesterday Mr. Dixon 
Scott, an English exhibitor, explained thé 
Producers and 
cinema-owners, he says, do not create an 
appetite for a low grade of entertainment. 
They cater for the average intelligence, 
and that, declares Mr. Dixon Scott, “is 
not a day older than eighteen years of 
age.” Here is a devastating judgment, 
but he upholds it with complete convic- 
tion, The American magnates, who are 
scientific in such matters, have worked 
the mechanics of crowd education and 
crowd psychology ‘‘out to the last 
frazzle’”’; and an old showman made the 
same calculation to Mr. Dixon Scott 
twenty-five years ago. The whole character 
of film entertainment is based on the 
postulate that the average intelligence, 
taste, knowledge and culture of the 
average picture-going body are those of the 
average youth of eighteen; and the 
average youth of eighteen in most 
countries is the board school youth. This 
fact explains everything. It explains. the 
crudity and vulgarity of the popular films 
—the vogue of crime and of extravagant 
display, the ignorance or contempt of 
historical accuracy and the = sine-qua- 
nonism of “love interest.” Audiences, 
says Mr. Dixon Scott, resent films of a 
high calibre—‘‘ I have tried repeatedly in 
my fairly long experience te ‘ educate ™ 
my audiences, but always with disastrous 
resulta financially.’’ It is a sound 
enough plea, but what an indietment of 
democracy! Just a century has passed 
since Lord Brougham said, ‘‘ The school- 
master is abroad,” and to-day the school- 
master is ubiquitous. Yet we are told 
that the average intelligence of picture- 
goers remains “ not a day older than 
eighteen,’’ and, since the picture-goer is 
the public, that same average intelligence 
is the dictator of national affairs. Who 


can deny that Mr. Dixon Scott’s postulate 


is supported by a mass of speeches in the 
Free State election campaign ?

Dr. Johnson’s dictum concerning 
Garrick’s death—that it eclipsed the 
gaiety of nations—is equally applicable to 
the death of Mr. Edgar Wallace, who 
succumbed to pneumonia at. Hollywood 
yesterday morning.

Wallace was one of the remarkable 
figures of our age. 
soldier, a journalist, a playwright and an 
author, he proved by his ultimate success 
that sustained effort seldom, if ever, fails 
of its reward. His output as an author 
must have exceeded even that of the 
abundant Dumas; but his most 
popular works were not his best. 
The stories of life in tropical 
Africa, “ Sanders’’ and “ Bones of the 
River,” were little gems of their kind. 
Who, having known him, can forget that 
Bantu Talleyrand, Bosambo? The instant 
popularity of “ The Four Just Men ” 
diverted Mr. Wallace’s talent into the 
more profitable paths of “ thriller’’ pro- 
duction. Book followed book with a speed 
which became the fount of many an anec- 
dote in many languages, and passed almost 
at once into legend. Mr. Wallace was not 
content to rest when prosperity came to 
him His indefatigable mind poured out 
books as fast as they could be printed and 
read; in fact, like yeast, it gathered to 
itself more energy as it proceeded, and 
plays and scenarios began to jostle with 
novels in his teeming brain. He wrote to 
please the many and not the few, and the 
many rewarded him with a wealth and 
gratitude which none could grudge to 
him.

EW aspects of British aviation develop- 
ment during 1931 reflect brighter pro- 
mise for the future than the continued 

nsion of the flying club movement. 
n the aggregate the thirty-eight British 
light aeroplane clubs registered 11,700 mem- 
bers on December 31, compared with ap- 
proximately 8,000 in 1930. Twenty-one of 
these clubs received the Government sub- 
sidy, and they account for 6,537 members, 
against 5,808 in the previous year. “ Flying 
Members ” (those—that is, who join a club 
to learn to fly or to play 
in the fundamental activities of the orgapisa- 
tion) included in this total of membership 
aggregated 5,300 on December 31, 3,312 of 
them in the subsidised clubs. 

Pilets who obtained during the year the 
“A” licence, which is the usual certificate 
of competency of the private flyer, numbered 
in all 892, bringing the aggregate of “A” 
licences valid on December 31 up to 2,090. 
The ‘‘B,”’ or professional pilot’s licence, was 
ained by 104 men and women in 1951. 
Navi ators’ licences went to an additional 
53 pilots, making the total valid on the last 
day of the year 88. 


CRANWELL TO CAPE TOWN. 

This week Squadron Leader Gayford and 
Flight-Lieutenant Bett, the Royal Air Force 
pilots chosen for this month’s attempt on the 
world’s long distance ‘‘ record,’’ are expected 
to fly from Harmondsworth, near London, to 
Cranwell, Lincolnshire. One morning

AIR LINE PROGRESS. 

British air liners have carried in the last 
three months—November, December and 
January—twice as many passengers between 
London and Paris as in the corresponding 
period a year ago. The weather has been 
unusually good, and the airways ‘have 
benefited from the fall of sterling exchange, 
which makes the air return journey between 
the two capitals considerably less oy nyse 
than the fare charged for boat and train 
travel; but there is no doubt that much of 
the increase reflects growing publie con- 
fidence in air transport. 

In December alone Imperial Airways 
machines flying on regular routes covered 
97,161 miles, compared with 63,675 miles in 
December, 1930. Perhaps two-thirds of the 
increased mileage is explained im the opening 
last year of the Central African route; the 
rest may reflect the improved weather con- 
ditions in North-East Europe this winter. 
But the number of ton-miles flown in the 
raonth—74,996, against 57,506—is definite 
evidence of. considerably increased traffic, 
and is supported by analysis of the 
augmented receipts, which show a rise of 
£24,261 to £60,541. 

The total number of miles 
Imperial liners since April 1 last year stands, 
in the latest available figures, at 1,151,666 


‘bamiles, compared with 1, 58 miles in the 


previous corresponding period. Receipts are 
up £95,657 at £577,406, some of this increase 
being represented by subsidy payments in 
connection with the working of the African 
route. | 

An official report shows conclusively that 
the British machines are the hardest worked 
in the world. They carried all through 1931 
an average pay-load higher than that for 
machines of any other country—3,641 pounds 
against the next best of about 2,500 pounds— 
and flew on an average 1,600 miles a week, 
‘compared with the 1,561 miles average scored 
by the nearest rival. A company which is 
able month after month to work its matériel 
go «intensively must obviously possess 
extremely trustworthy and robust aircraft and 
aero engines.

In financial circles in the City of London 
there seems to be an opinion that the 
European Powers really are ' getting 
together ” on the question of war debts 
and reparations. Negotiations at the 
present time are taking place between 
Lord Tyrrell, the British Ambassador in 
Paris, and M. Flandin, the French 
Foreign Mimister; and satisfactory pro- 
gress is recorded. Lord Tyrrell recently 

aid a visit to Sir John Simon at the 

‘oreign Office here and took back with 
him to Paris a Note which, it is said, will 
be received with approval by M. Flandin 
and his colleagues. It is understood that 
the Note accepts the view that Great 
Britain and France, while in no way 
sacrificing their opinions, will support the 
status quo until the Reparations Confer- 
ence takes place in June. 


Mr. Lloyd-George. 


It is understood that Mr. Lloyd George 
may not take his seat in the House of 
Commons for some weeks to come. In 
the circumstances, it is fortunate that he 
did not go to Westminster on the opening 
day of the sittings; for, if he had taken 
his seat then, lie would have incurred a 
penalty of £100 for every day on which 
he sat or voted in a division. It appears 
that an application will be made to the 
High Court to secure relief for Mr. Llovd 
George from any consequences of a failure 
to comply with one of the provisions of 


Only yesterday, it is said, the discovery 
was made that a part of the normal pro- 
cedure had not been observed, though the 
oversight was not due to Mr. Lloyd George 
himself.

Soviet Debts. 


The Labour Government, when in 
power, gave privileges and advantages to 
Soviet Russia that were unlikely to be 
continued by any other Government. Thus 
it is not surprising that Sir John Simon, 
the Foreign Secretary, is reviewing very 
seriously the dumping of Russian goods. 
It was announced some weeks ago that 
inquiries were made into the positior, 
when it transpired that Russia was about 
twenty-five millions per annum to the 
good, so far as trade relations were con- 
eerned. The Soviet Government, at the 
time when a trade agreement was ar- 
ranged, announced that trade hére would 
benefit very censiderably, but the exact 
opposite has been the case, and Russia 
owes us about fifty millions on trade 
credits. These facts, in connection with 
the failure—yirtually a refusal—of the 
Soviet to pay the debts owing to British 
creditors from pre-war days, have ex- 
hausted the patience of the Foreign Office, 
and very definite steps are contemplated. 
_ It is expected that Sir John Simon will 
take an early. opportunity on his return 
from Geneva to make a statement deal- 
ing fully with the matter. 


Edgar Wallace. 


Mr. Edgar Wallace, whose death is re- 
ported to-day from Hollywood, was well 
known in Fleet street, where his trim 
figure, topped by an inscrutable face and 
a long cigarette-holder, was frequently 
seen. He was a Fleet street man ail 
through the period of his wonderfal suc- 
cesses as sporting journalist, reporter, 
novelist, playwright and scenario writer. 
As a boy of eleven, he used to sell papers 
in Fleet street under the windows of the 
Press Club, which later was to honour 
him as its president. His career at home 
and abroad reads like one of his own 
novels, packed with ‘‘ thrills’? and ad- 
venture. In time he became a reporter, 
and thus began his London life, which 
was to prove so fruitful in every respect. 
New novels appeared in rapid succession ; 
then came plays, and later his attention 
was turned to pictures. Only last night a 
new play from his pen, “The Green 
Pack,’ was produced with such great 
success at Wyndham's 
Gerald du Maurier that the libraries 
bought ten thousand pounds’ worth of 
seats to-day.

“It admonishés us of the road which 
is ahead of all the countries of the world 
should this Disarmament Conference fail 
in its efforts. I need not point out how 
impossible it is for the Covenant of the 
League of Nations to work under a 
régime of the preponderance of arma- 
ments. 

““ As T see it, there are two paths which 
will lead us nowhere; the one is that of 
the demagogy of disarmament, the other 
that of the sophistry of disarmament.’’ 

The reinforcement of security could not 
of itself reduce competition in armaments 
nor destroy the system of armed peace. 
That system could only be ended by 
squarely facing the problem of disarma- 
ment. i 


PERMANENT INFERIORITY. 


“ Italy,’” he added, “‘ accepts the Ger- 
man demand that other nations should 
disarm in the same proportion as she is 
forced to do under the Treaty . of 
Versailles. Peace treaties are not in- 
tended to place the defeated States in a 
condition of. permanent inferiority, but 
should represent the first steps towards 
the general limitation of 
which the Conference is seeking as the 
most effective means for preventing war. 

“ The words I am using may seem nather 
harsh, but they are in keeping with the 
facts. Any military preponderance must 
inevitably ‘make its pressure felt on the 
whole body of international relations, and 
1¢ should always be placed at the service 
of justice. 

“Our task is to fortify justice, not to 
fortify force. If we really wish to place 
our countries at the service of the League 
and to keep its prestige and authority, 
we must reduce armaments. 

“When the armaments of the several 
countries have been brought down to a 
low” level, to a level at which they will 
no longer arouse suspicion and create 
fear, then only will it be possible to 
have effective recourse to the joint action 
referred to in the event of aggression in 
Article 18 of the Covenant. 


THE FRENCH PLAN, 


‘Recourse to such joint action will 
remain a dead letter so long as the State 
Fea of the League maintain such 
powerful military forces without any 
desire to undertake joint action if brought 
up against the alternative either of failure 
or a cruel war. If we wish for peace, let 
us make no mistake. The sole foundation

Japan, Mr. Matsudaira said, was as 
eager as ever to further the cause of dis- 
armament, and, notwithstanding the un- 
fortunate situation in the Far East, she 
was determined to co-operate with all the 
Powers for the effective limitation of 
armaments. 

Unfortunately, disturbed conditions 
obtained in Eastern Asia. The facts and 
the attitude of Japan had been fully com- 
municated to the Council, which was now 
engaged in the matter. He would, there- 
fore, refrain from further reference to the 
subject. 

After mentioning that Japan had volun- 
tarily reduced her effectives to thirty-five 
per cent. less than in pre-war days, Mr.

EXPECTED MOVE TO

MINISTERS’ DASH TO 
SHANGHAI,

SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 


UNG secret conferences, which may 
foreshadow an attempt at mediation 
on the Shanghai crisis, have been held 
at Nanking between the British ' and 
United States Ministers in China and 
Wang Ching-Wei, President of the Execu- 
tive Yuan (China’s equivalent to Prime 
Minister). 

Sir Miles Lampson and Mr. Nelson 
Johnson, the two Ministers, are coming 
to Shanghai by gunboat to-morrow. 

While the nature of the conferences, 
and even the fact that there haye heen 
conferences, has been kept strictly secret, 
strong rumours are current that an at- 
tempt to secure the alleviation of the pre- 
sent situation at Shanghai will be made. 


CALM BEFORE STORM. 


The position of the Chinese and Japa- 
nese forces here remains unchanged 
to-day. 

The Japanese have refrained from any 
further attempt to carry the Woosung 
forts, and in Chapei and Hongkew, apart 
from the usual outburst of firing this 
evening, the opposing: forces have been 
repairing their damaged defences. 

It is generally agreed, however, that a 
big Japanese offensive on “Chapei “will 
start within forty-eight hours. Japa- 
nese troops have been landing near 
W oosung. 

Passengers from Japan declare that 
their steamer passed a dozen Japanese 
troopships on their way to Shanghai. It 
is learned on very trustworthy authority 
that there are at least two Japanese divi- 
sions coming, which will increase the 
Japanese land forces here to at least 
thirty thousand.

Inquiry into the situation in Manchuria 
left San Francisco on Tuesday for the Far 
East. 

It is understood that Mr. Yoshizawa, the 
Japanese Foreign Minister, is contemplat- 
ing the dispatch of envoys to England, 
America and France for the purpose of 
explaining and clarifying Japan’s stand- 
point in the Manchurian question. 

If this course is finally decided it is 
expected that Baron Gonsuke Hayashi, 
formerly Japanese Ambassador in Great 
Britain; Viscount. Kentaro Kaneko and 
Viscount Kikujiro will be selected as the 
envoys to London, Washington, and Paris, 
respectively.

Total exports in January amounted to

1931. 

The comparisons may be summarised as

The weather forecast is; “ Very cold— 
occasional snow.”’ 

From the country there are reports of 
unusually heavy snowfalls, but there has 
been no interference with traffic, and 
country roads are clear. Even as far 
south as Cork there was snow and an mn- 
usually low temperature, even for Feb- 
ruary. Snow has fallen heavily in Ath- 
lone, Cavan, Tipperary and County Cork, 
and other areas.

A cargo t from 
Boulogne to Folkestone was sent to Dover 
for shelter. A barge anchored in Dover 
Harbour put up distress signals at day- 
break that she was dragging anchor and 
in danger of going ashore. o men were . 
taken off by motor boat, and later a tug 
towed the barge to safety. 

A’ Belgian air liner fiying from Brussels 
to Croydon landed in the snow at 
Shepherd’s Hill, Merstham, Surrey, yes- 
terday afternoon. The four passengers 
and the crew of two were unhurt, and the 
machine was undamaged. The passengers 
went to Croydon later by car. 

Falling snow driven by strong wind 
obscured visibility, and the pilot decided 
to land in a suitable field. 

Reports from the Channel last night 
indicated that the easterly gale which had 
been blowing for nearly twenty-four hours 
showed no sign of abating. Communica- 
tion with the Continent, however, was still 
being satisfactorily maintained to 
Folkestone, and two steamers landed 
nearly 300 storm-tossed passengers there 
during the evening from Calais and 
Boulogne. 


ON THE CONTINENT.

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SUBMARINE M2. 


SALVAGE WORK TO BE 
CONTINUED.

The First Lord of ‘the Admiralty (Sir 
Bolton. Eyres-Monsell), in the House of 
Commons yesterday, told Captain’ North 
that the submarine M 2 had been located 
on February ó, in a position approxi- 
mately six miles north-west of Portland 
Bill. The sweeping operations on ear- 
lier occasions had revealed four obstruc- 
tions in the immediate vicinity of the lost 
submarine, which, on examination by 
divers, had proved to be old wrecks. If 
the submarine had not been lying among 
these wrecks she would have been located 
earlier. The depth of the water and the 
strength of the tides had impeded diving 


p°perations, but up to the present it had 


been ascertained that the conning-tower 
hatch of M 2 and the hangar door were 
open, and that the forward, ‘midships 
and after upper-deck hatches were closed. 
There were still two other hatches to be 
examined, namely, the main conning- 
tower hatch, and the hatch leading from 
inside the hangar into the submarine. 
There was not yet sufficient evidence to 


Hdetermine the cause of the loss of the 


vessel.

| DUBLIN WATER - 
WASTAGE. 


NEED FOR REDUCED 
CONSUMPTION. 


Dublin Corporation has expended 

£400,000 on the extension and im- 
provement of the water supply of. the city. 
At the cresent time new filters, costing, 
approximately, £40,000, are in process of con- 
struction. 

“This latter expenditure is all that the 
citizens wili be called. upon to pay if they 
assist in preventing waste through leakages 
or the extravagant use of water. If they 
do not help in this respect they may be pre- 
E for an additional expenditure of 

,000 upon the laying of another water 
main to carry supplies to replace what they 
are wasting.’’ 

This statement was made to an Jrish Times 
representative yesterday by Mr. Moynihan, 
City Engineer, when asked what the position 
was since he issued his warning a month 
ago regarding the ibility of having to 
curtail water supplies on account of the 
enormous quantity bei wasted through 
neglect or carelessness on part of citizens. 


UNSATISFACTORY . RESPONSE. 

“So far as the levels at the reservoir are 
concerned,” said Mr. Moynihan. in reply to 
a question, “there is no danger whatever. 
We “want” to maintain a copious supply of 
water, and do not want to deprive anyone 


€£ D URING the lass twenty years the 


lot the: legitimate use of water, but’ the 


average rate of consumption must be reduced 
unless the citizens are prepared to face the 
additional expense I have indicated.” 

“I must say,” said Mr. Moynihan, “ that, 
though there is a slight improvement, I am 
disappointed with the response to my appeal. 

“ The Corporation -waste water staff has 
during the past few weeks carried out an 
intensive campaign as to the examination of 
pipes and. fittings on consumers’ premises. 
As a result, the weekly number of leakages 
reported from this source has greatly in- 
creased. It is a regrettable fact that, in 
spite of the previous appeal, 75 per cent. of 
™ seat leakages were of such a nature that the 
consumer must have been aware of their 
existence, or at least could have discovered 
them by the most cursory inspection of his 
premises. 

“This state of affairs demonstrates clearly 
that a large cig whats of the citizens have 
not yet realised their duty in this regard.” 


IN LONDON. 

Mr. Moynihan does not think it is too much 
to ask that. each citizen should become a 
water inspector himself for his own premises, 
and so release the official inspectors to con- 
centrate on the more specialised work of 
locating underground or hidden leakages. — 

‘‘It may interest the public, and particu- 
larly those who resent an appeal of this sort 
as an attack on their liberty,’’ added Mr. 
Moynihan, “to know that the Metropolitan 
Water Board, which controls the supply to 
the City of London (where the consumption 

r head is less than in Dublin), has recently 
ound “it “necessary to ask each citizen to 
co-operate with it in its efforts to reduce the 
consumption to reasonable limits, and thus 
avoid ‘the necessity for heavy expenditure iv 
extending its works.”

Be to be vast, but if that, is to occur, 
is first. steps must be cautiously considered— 
he must not expect vast results immediately, 
nor aim at.exacting too high and too early 
a gain.. It is, of. course, in dairying that 
he will first look for results and take steps 
to safeguard them. There is abundant room 
here for imprpyement.. Of a British. import 
of butter in 1931 totalling ‘8,071,167 ‘cwts., 
the Irish Free State only supplied between 
4 and 5 per cent., 381,015 cwts. Denmark 
supplied more than six times this quantity, 
New Zealand and Australia, between them, 
five and four times, respectively. _ Finland, 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania, though 
small exporters separately, beat us; so .did 
Russia in its renewed invasion, and eveu 
far-off Argentina was scarcely behind us, 
who are Britain’s immediate neighbours. And 
the principal point to bear in mind is that 
each of these countries is combining, with 
an increasing export, an increasing vigilance 
in the control, usually State-directed, of its 
produce. In working behind a ten per cent. 
tariff we have at least a four months’ start 
of these countries, New Zealand and Australia 
excepted, and in respect of these we have 
the advantage of near neighbourhood, and, 
potentially, better flavour.

How to Secure the Increased Price. 
_ A test of success in quality is price. We 
have seen butter made in Irish creameries in

Indeed, if he and 
those who market his produce are wise they 
will think less 6f another three halfpence in 
the price of butter.or a half-penny a gallon for 
milk than of strengthening their grip on the 
market. The increased price is a necessary 
stimulus, and if the stimulus. is carefully 
applied the price will almost. certainly follow. 
But it will follow the best types of produce 
only, not the second-rate—the best-flavoured 
butter, the freshest and cleanest eggs, the 
urest as weil as the freshest milk and cream. 
nly the hard work of constant supervision, 
absolute cleanliness, unfailing attention to 
every detail, will bring and keep our prodnce 
into the price position for which nature 
designs it—at the top. Given these con- 
ditions we may bring Irish butter close to 
the Danish price, and, perhaps, ultimately 
above it. It is not a fact that the Danish 
price does not influence Irish, which frequently 
approximates to top price. 


The Many Things Needful. 


It is necessary, however, to utter a caution 
at this point. The months between now and 
June may do much to re-establish the position 
Ireland can easily hold, but over-sanguineness 
at the start, followed by swift disillusion if 
we do not at once reach our aims, will 
weaken our negotiations for further improved 
conditions at the Ottawa Conference. Our 
farmers should regard the new situation not 
as an achievement, but as a crucial test. We 
have much more to consider than another 
2s. in the £ on our selling prices. We may 
not find that there is a net gain of 10 per 
cent. right away. We may find our com- 
petitors reducing their profits and also their 
costings, and the consumer reducing his yur- 
chases. We must, therefore, look to our own 
costings. 

Herd-testing must go on, to ensure the 
best returns from the right breeding and 
feeding of cattle. Milk-testing for quantity, 
and still more for quality, especially for 
butter-fat, must be pursued with constant 
vigilance. By herd-testing and milk-testin 
mainly, New Zealand has enormously increa 
her agricultural wealth. Im twenty-eight 
years, since 1901-2, she advanced the butter- 
fat of her herds from 21,000 to 115,000 tons. 
Ireland is still far below its possibilities. In| 
levelling up, however, there are too things 
to remember: the improvement in uality 
will cost something; but that ‘‘:omething’”’ 
must be watched, measured, recorded. - The 
advice of United States experts is ‘‘ Don’t 
cut. feed, cull cows.” More can- often be 
done to increase the income from. the farm 
by getting rid of “ boarder”’ cows than by 
buying new ones. But in respect of » feed 
costs, there is a point beyond which further 
outlay will not bring in lucrative results. 
That is why the farmer who keeps no 
accounts, but, Jives from hand to mouth, even 
where. his. native sagacity keeps him from 
bankruptcy and who-farms well in the main, 
is worse off than he need be. 


Is It Worth While? 


The question may be raised whether it is 
worth while to take all the trouble that is 
involved in keeping milk records or poultry 
and egg records—the two branches of báine 
in which the new English policy holds out 
a prospect of early improvement—for an un-

OR the proper management. and success 
F of any business, the keeping of accurate 
accounts is absolutely essential. Yet, 
despite the strides made towards a general 
improvement in methods of poultry-keeping 
on the whole, it is amazing that more atten- 
tion is not given to a system of accounts, 
noting expenses, sales, losses, gains, etc, Of 
course, those who run it as a business make 
sure to conduct it on business lines: they 
have to. But, even in the case of those— 
and they are many—who go in for poultry as 
a kind of side-line, or even hobby, business 
methods are necessary, else the balance might 
easily be on the wrong side. 


A System of Book-keeping: 


Handy account books, sold by various 
poultry journals, simplify the question of 
bookkeeping for poultry-keepers. They are 
properly headed -and ruled for all likely items 
of expenditure and receipts, with pages for 
summarising and balancing up the totals at 
the end of the year. .- Thus they help 
materially to lighten what to some may seem 
an irksome task; but even the most averse 
to undertaking the job, will yery soon dis- 
cover that there is a new and very practical 
interest to be obtained from the knowledie of 
what. the fowls have done during the year. 

Unless the accounts are kept systematically, 
they are of little or no use: all purchases 
should be entered each day, in addition to the 
cost of labour, hire of land, freightage, post, 
and any other expenses connected with the 
poultry. A fair percentage of interest should 
also be charged yearly on the capital invested 
in stock and appliances, together with at 
least 10 per cent. for depreciation on ap- 
pliances. Against this is placed the value 
of the eggs laid; sales of birds, value of 
awards at shows, and any other incomings. 
Eggs and poultry used for home consumption 
should be credited at current market rate. 

Where foodstuffs, vegetables and litter are 
produced on the farm, the cost price of them 
should be reckoned, and, as in the case of 
purchases, entry made regularly; this is a 
point often neglected by people, who say that 
they have the food for nothing. They may 
not have to pay cash for it, but they cer- 
tainly should estimate the cost of production, 
including time, labour’ and incidental ex- 

ses. 

At the end of each year a complete stock- 
taking should be carried out, estimating the } 
value of the birds (being careful not to over- 
value those in their second year) and the 
value of the food. and equipment in hand. 
Then it is an easy matter to compare the 
debit and credit accounts, and see where you 
inay effect a saving or make a greater profit 
next time. 


A Co-operative Market. 


Another matter, which should greatly help 
poultry-keepers, is the formation of co-opera- 
tive societies for the marketing and purchase 
of products and feeding stuffs. People with 
business acumen: are quick to i sá the 
potentialities of such a scheme, and such 
societies should certainly mean a gain to the 
members. In the first place, through these 
societies, eggs can be collected daily, and so 
marketed while fresh, whereas otherwise a 
small poultry-keeper might have to wait a 
week before having sufficient eggs to send to 
market. The same applies to table poultry, 
alive or dead, while a great advantage is ob- 
tained in securing feeding stuffs at cost price. 
It is, purchased in bulk by the societies, and 
so obtained at special rates. 

In England these co-operative societies are 
much more generat than they are here, and, 
where efficiently carried on, they have led 
to great extension in poultry-keeping. The 
immediate results are better prices for the 
eggs, cheaper and better feeding stuffs, and 

uite often, substantial bonuses at the end of 
the year. 


Greater Scope. 


There is certainly room here for a much 
greater extension of the co-operative move- 
ment in connection with poultry. We have 
a number of quite successful societies through- 
out the country, which are of great advan- 
tage to the members, but there is no reason 
why they should not receive greater support 
an

RESIDUE. 


A NEW IRISH INDUSTRY.

P the am growers are aware that one .of 
fertilisers used for this crop is potash. 


It has been definitely shown by experiments’ 


during the past few decades that potassic’ 


yield of potatoes. In fact, apart from the 
other esseutials in the manuring of the crop, 
the application of potash may safely be calcu- 
lated to give an increase of at least two tons 
per acre. i 

What, is of still more importance is the 
effect of potash on the quality of the tubers, 
and in this respect it has to be noted that 
potash combined’ with too much chloride is 
not the most desirable form, as ‘chloride has 
a softening effect upon the tubers. The ideal 
form in which potash should be applied is 
sulphate. This costs about 50s. per ton 
more than muriate, the form in which potash 
is customarily used, but the advantage gained 
from using sulphate is not counter-balanced 
by the higher cost. Muriate is one of the 
forms in which potash comes to this country. 
from the Franco-German Syndicate which con- 
trols the output and the price of potash, 
which, as a result of exchange fluctuations, 
has risén to a rather high figure; so that 
farmers may be tempted to reduce the quan- 
tity of manure ordinarily applied. Such a. 
course would be most objectionable, for, not 
alone has the use of potash a good effect. on 
the yield, but it is also a strengthener of the 
crop against many of the diseases by “which 
potatoes are attacked, and even makes them 
more resistant to the a blight. 

In regard to this essential for the ‘country’s 
crops the Irish Free State is gradually be- 
coming more independent of outside supplies. 
The development of the MM industry in the 
West has now reached such a stage that, a 
substantial residue, after the extraction of 
the iodine, leaves supplies of yotash in an 
ideal form for all crops. So far as I can 


‘ascertain, this material can now be obtained 


at relatively very favourable prices. Where 
the kelp residue is used for top dressing 
instead of kainit or twenty per cent. salts 
(incidentally the kelp residue shows about 
twenty per cent. potash) it is an advantage 
that the residue of iodine and sulphur which 
it contains should also be used upon the 
land, 


WHY NOT GROW MORE 
BARLEY ? 


F REE State farmers' grow six acres of oats 


for every acre of barley. But, in plan- 

ning the season’s sowings, the advan- 
tages of growing rather more barle should 
not be overlooked. The crop is a dual pur- 
pose one, the grain being saleable to the 
brewers if quality is high enough, and, in 
any case, it is a valuable stock food. Barley 
cannot be grown successfully on all Jand,. of 
course, but on the drier soils it usually gives 
a heavier yield than oats, and is certainly of 
higher feeding value. 


Barley v. Oats. i 
A reason. often urged against barley in 
‘comparison: with oats is that the straw 1s, 
not so good for fodder as oat straw. But 
this inferiority is largely a matter 3 
on late cutting, and is easily avoided, Few 
farmers cut their barley before it is.dead ripe; 
and for the production of a malting sample 
this is correct. But if the crop is cut at an 
earlier stage the straw is practically as good 
as oat straw, and, being softer and more 
leafy, makes better fodder. Big crops, too, 
could be grown specially for feeding, and in 
such cases earlier cutting would improve the 
feeding quality of both grain and straw. 


Condition of Grain. ! 
The production cf prime samples reguires 
ideal conditions: suitable land, thoroughly 
prepared, skilful manuring with minerals and 
but the minimum of nitrogen, a carefully- 
chosen variety, and good weather through- 
out. All things considered, the farmer will 
probably be wiser to aim at big crops of 
second quality, that can be grown on prac- 
tically any soil, and will stand more forcing 
with nitrogenous manure. A heavy-yielding 
kind could be chosen, and on this basis the 


encouragement by all interested in the 
better marketing of our produce and in 
cheaper food supplies. They entirely cut out 
the middleman, thus saving his profit, which 
is the cause. of the wide divergence: between 
the price obtained by the producer and the 
ultimate retail price. 

If poultry-keepers would improve. their 
Fa, they should concentrate on” good 
usiness methods: this will be still more im- 
portant henceforth, since the 10 per cent, pre- 


ference in the British market for Irish eggs 
gives us a wonderful advantage over othar. 
A good business man ‘sells only 
the best and in the best condition; then, as 
a consequence, he expects the best prices, 
and his expectations are usually justified. 
The moral is obvious, but we make no 
apology for its» repetition; the average 


to, before coming to realise the immense 
importance of treating the industry:as a real 
business, which is so great a national asset. 
It has too long been injured by easy-going, 
old-fashioned, plodding along in any old way 
methods.

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weather is not so important a factor so long 
as it is suitable for growth, and the crop 
can be harvested in fair condition. 

There are several varieties of the Archer 
stiff-strawed types, or crosses with them, 
that are well known to give very high yields 
—often as much as three sacks an acre more 
than varieties of higher quality... These are 
the kinds of barley to grow. If they produce 
but 4 cwt. an acre more, the yield would 
be worth as much as that of the smaller crop 
sold at a shilling per cwt. more money. 


How to Get Yields, 

For barley to yield well the land must be 
thoroughly prepared, deeply ploughed’ in 
winter, and well cultivated, or even ploughed 
again, if posible, in spring, . A - fine, 
deep tilth is important for any spring-sown 
crop; and if the land is not in good condi- 
tion, artificial manures, including a fair 
amount of nitrogen, can be freely used. In 
experiments at Rothamsted with a number 
oí arable crops, barley gave the best return 
in money value of any in response to a 
dressing of 1 cwt. of sulphate of ammonia 
per acre. When quantity is the object, the 
manuring may be 3 cwt. of superphosphate, 
4 cwt, muriate of potash, and 2 cwt. sulphate 
of ammonia to the acre. A crop grown 
merely as feed would pay for such a 
dressing. 


Barley as a Stock Food. 

The most profitable consumer of barley on 
the farm is undoubtedly the pig, and when 
supplies of skim milk are available for feed- 
ing with the barley meal, the mixttire makes 
an excellent basig for the rations of pigs of 
all ages. Provided the barley is balanced 
with proper quantities of protein foods, as 
beans, peas, palm kernel meal, maize, gluten 
or soya bean meal, it can form so much as 
65-70 of the pigs’ ration, and high returns 
are given for the food used. If no skim 
milk ig available, it is desirable to give a 
small proportion (5-10 -per cent.) of 
white fish meal in the rations of 
young pigs, for the i 
mineral, or bone-forming, 
Balancing the ration with a proper proportion 
of digestible protein substances is all- 
important, for many failures to obtain 
returns from barley are due simply to neglect 
in this respect. :
